“COMMON SENSE” JUDAISM 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
Is “half a loaf better than no 


bread,” and should a minister turn a 


blind eye to the congregant who 
breaks the Sabbath for economic 
reasons if to castigate him would 
result in his complete alienation from 
the synagogue ? 

Members of the 5720 Society 
sharply debated ‘this issue after tne 
Rev, Dr. Chaim. Pearl, minister of 
the New West End Synagogue, raised 
it ina. talk to the Society on 
“ Judaism in the Space Age.” held at 
the Yeshurun Synagogue, Edgware. 

Although he could not actively 
condone Sabbath-breaking by the 


- man whose livelihood would other- 


wise Suffer, said Dr. Pearl, he would 
rather see such a man attend syna- 
gogue for an hour than not at all. 
And he saw no reason why the man’s 
wife and children. should not. come 
fo syMagogue in his stead, or why 
he should. not observe: the Friday 
night kiddush in his. home. In. this 
Way, at least, the next generation 
could be salvaged for Judaism. 

In the discussion Rabbi G. Ellin- 
son, minister of the Yeshurun Syna- 


gogue, agreed with a. speaker who. 


declared that Sabbath-breaking for 
economic reasons could be avoided. 
but disagreed with a speaker who 
criticised’ Dr. Pearl's lenient. attitude. 

“It is not for a> minister,” Rabbi 
Ellinson. said, “to. chide the indi- 


~Vidual who: breaks the Sabbath, for: 


castigation would make no difference 
at all to his non-observance.. . In 


such matters it is essential that we 


proceed with common. sense.’ 
Farlier Dr, Pearl had laid emphasis 


on the particular problems facing the 


practice of Judaism: today... For. the 


first time in history, he said, Jews 
were free to decide for themselves 


Whether they wished to remain within 


the fold. In earlier times two main 
influences, the internal force of the 
ghetto and the external force of 
antisemitism, had joined to enforce 
mass Jewish loyalty. 

Today the Jew was free to reject 
Judaism. without fear of. .scotn; 
indeed, some who had done so had 
attained positions of leadership in 
Anglo-Jewry. 

Despite these factors, added Dr. 
Pearl, voluntary acceptance of 
Judaism {and it could no longer be 
rammed down. the .throats of the 
populace) could bring to the indi- 
vidual. a happiness in his personal 
life that nothing else could provide, 
“We can no longer argue that we 
must observe the laws because our 
fathers did, or. because this is the 
only way to keep the Jewish people 
alive or on any level except

in, indiscriminate sex relations: 60 


per cent of them had in fact them- 


selves indulged in promiscuity. 

Even if those percentages could 
not be relied upon as a precise reflec- 
tion. of the. moral - outlook and 


behaviour of the younger generation 
in the community, they were never- 


theless. sufficiently ‘indicative of a 
trend which presented the adult com- 
munity, and particularly, parents, 
with a. serious problem. 


Suggesting. solutions for it, Rabbi 


Gelles advised parents to participate 
in the sex education of their children 
by speaking frankly to them and by 
emphasising not only the. obvious 
risks involved in. promiscuity but 
also “right "scale of moral 


values.”

He thought it 
was distressing and indecent of Jews 
to clamour for entry to such schools. 
For those who wished to practise 
Judaism there were other schools. 
Dr. Pearl said he had heard head- 
masters of Jewish schools state that 


they would not admit an unlimited ~ 


number of non-Jewish boys to their 
schools. For a. Jewish parent’ to 
knock at the quota system was not 
only foolish, it showed a tack of self- 
respect. | 


Mr. McCarthy, however, thought 


that Jewish boys should go to non- 
‘Jewish schools because it created 
better understanding. It would, he 
said, be a great. pity from. -the 


Christian point of view if Jewish boys 


stayed away.

“He” was Adolf Eichmann, and 
these punishments were all suggested 
by Germans whom Desmond Wilcox 


interviewed in Hamburg for ITV's, 


news programme “This ‘Week. 
The first to be interviewed was 


Erich Lueth, the leader of the 


movement for German-Israel recon- 
ciliation, who stated that after both 
Germany and Argentina had “failed 
absolutely” to catch “this 
beast,” it was quite fair that Eich- 
mann should be brought before an 
Israeli court, where. he would cer- 
tainly obtain a fajr trial. 

in reply to a question about what 
kind of punishment Eichmann should 
receive, Herr Lueth: said that he had 
been opposed to the death penalty 
all his life.“ But this: man_ has 
behaved like a brutal animal and his 
guilt is so: great that very sharp 
punishment seems to be the. only 
answer.” 

He added that he rather pitied the 
min who would have to hang Eich- 
mann. Perhaps, he said, the greatest 
punishment would be. to keep Eich- 
mann: alive. in prison “with the 
shadows of the millions of people 
he had murdered.”

Sixty million Christians, Herr 
Lueth said, had failed in Germany 
to protect a small minority of Jews 
whom they should have regarded as 
their older brothers. 


The five other Germans interviewed | 


on the programme, several of them 
youngsters, agreed that it was right 
that Eichmann. should be tried in 
Israel—since it was the place where 
most of his surviving victims lived— 
and expressed their belief that he 
would be given a fair. trial, | 

All of them demanded that Eich- 
mann be severely punished, It was 
a young German girl who suggested 
that the captured Gestapo leader be 
given his own medicine—crippled for 
life or put in a gas-ehamber, 

The replies of the young Germans 
were more diverse when they were 
asked whether their parents and 
teachers had told them about what 
happened during the Hitler period.

$10M. FOR VICTIMS 
OF NAZISM 


Claims Conference allocations 


From our Own Correspondent 


New York | 

A budget of $10,102,154 to benefit 
more than. 150,000 victims of Nazism 
in 30 countries was presented to the 
annual allocations meeting of. the 
Conference on Jewish Material 
Claims against Germany held here 
last week-end. 3 
The budget, which will increase to 
$80 million the sums granted by the 
Conference since 1954, was presented 
by. the Senior Vice-President, Mr. 
Jacob Blaustein. said that the 
Conference funds were scheduled to 
end in four years, and that. Jewish 
communities. and welfare funds rely- 
ing on its grants “ will be called upon 


‘to shoulder, in ever growing measure, - 


the cost of aid programmes _ for 
victims. of Nazism.”- 


Plea to Austria 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann, President 
of both the Material Claims Confer- 
ence ‘and the Committee for Jewish 
Claims on Austria, made urgent 
appeal to the German and Austrian 


Governments for an early. agreement 


on compensation measures for victims 


of Nazi persecution in. and from 
Austria. He voiced his deep: distress 


that victims of Nazism in their tens 
of thousands. had already waited for 
more. than two decades for the enact- 
ment of legislation providing. modest 
benefits in compensation for: brutal 


. persecutions. and for loss of posses- 
and 
criticised the lag in 


livelihooeds.- He also

The Claims. Conference .. sessions:

Blaustein. explained that the 
budget contained two. major com- 
ponents: $7,789,617. for .. relief, 
rehabilitation, and resettlement. pro- 
jects : and $1,904,037 for cultural and 
educational reconstruction. said. 
that. some 400 organisations 
applied for grants ¢alling for more 
available. for 
allocation which is. linuted ‘to $10 
million per annum. 
~ Of the funds earmarked for relief 


clinics, community. and 


and rehabilitation, about 90 per cent 
will be spent in Europe by Jewish. 
communal and welfare agencies and 
the American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee. Needs are most urgent in 
this région, especially for the aged, 
ill and handicapped, it was explained. 
Conference funds also will aid in the 
emigration of victims of Nazism from 
Europe and their resettlement: over- 
seas, notably in Australia-and South 
America. 

The cultural and educational funds 
will be channelled into five major 
programmes. These include. educa- 
tion, research and _ publication, 
scholarships and fellowships, upkeep 
of rabbinical. schools, and the com- 
memoration and documentation of 
the Nazi era. The programmes. are 
addressed to the reconstruction of 
Jewish institutions and of spiritual 
and cultural centres, and rehabilita- 


tion of scholars, editors, writers, and 
‘teachers. 


Jewish education—primary, secon- 
dary, higher, and adult—-is the largest 


programme. will receive 
$1,032,000. European imstitutions 
make up the foremost group of 
beneficiaries. | 


Religious activities 


In addition to direct grants for 
cultural and educational reconstruc- 
tion, the budget includes grants. of 
about $400,000 to aid traditional 
educational and religious activities. of 
communal organisations in Europe. 


Other allocations will help in the 


creation of. community youth 
centres, and in the upkeep of summer 
camps. and kindergartens not con- 
nected with. schools, where Jewish 


cultural. and: educational activities 
play an important réle. 
Mr. Blaustein pointed out that 


allocations. for’ capital projects. are 
playing a -life-renewing -réle in the 
rebuilding of Jewish-communities that 
suffered from. Nazism. |The 
grants, cutting across. programmes of. 
relief, rehabifitation, and cultural, and 
educational reconstruction, reached a 
record sum of $1,400,000. . These 
funds will .be ‘used for construction, 
expansion, equipment, and repair for 


more than 120 homes for the aged, 


children’s and youth homes, hospitals, 
youth 
centres, schools, kindergartens, sum- 
mer camps, religious institutions, and 
related undertakings. Since 1954, 
about. $8,500,000. in capital grants 
have been made: 


Dr. Goldmann’s criticism 


Goldmann, in his ‘report-on 
material claims for Austrian Jews, 
declared: “It>-is high time for the 
two Governments (Austria and ‘West 
Germany) to complete their negotia-’ 
tions on the size of financial contri- 
butions ‘going to an 
programme for the benefit of victims 
of Nazism. The ‘new programme 
will come too late for many, even 
if it entered into effect tomorrow, 
since considerable numbers of aged 
refugees from. Austria. have gone to 
their graves in recent years without 
getting a single schilling in compen- 
sation.” 
He. expressed. the deepest dis- 
appointment that Germany had failed 


to provide compensation for. victims ~ 
who .were. able to 


leave 
Europe only after October 1, 1953, 
‘the final date for technical eligibility 
of stateless persons to register claims. 
‘Refugees ‘from’ the Hungarian ‘upris- 
ing in 1956 are also in the. same 
position, 


Justice of claims 


“ The claims of these victims have 
the greatest possible merit, since they 
were imprisoned in Nazi concentra- 
tion camps. and suffered privations in 
the post-war years: Their moral 
claims for indemnification are every 


bit as strong as those claimants who: 


were in a position to file in time. We 
are calling upon the German Federal 
Republic to acknowledge the equity 
and justice of these claims, and take 
the necessary steps to provide some 
measure of compensation for these 
refugees,” Dr, Goldmann said. 

Mr. Moses A, Leavitt, Treastrer 
of the Claims Conference, described 


a $7 million programme for rebuild- 


ing Jewish communities. The —pro- 
gramme represents allocations granted 
over the years for Construction, 
equipment, expansion, and. care of 
institutions, most of them in 15 
Furopean countries.. He said that in 
Western and Central Europe, 
“scarcely a Jewish community under 
former ‘Nazi.occupation may now be 
found which cannot point to one 
capital project or. more aided by 
Conference funds.”

He stated. that’-1,240 grants have 
been issued so far for scholarships 
and fellowships to ‘close in some 
degree the gaps created in Jewish 
creative resources by the Nazis.

Ben-Gurion’s letter of resignation, 
which he personally handed over to 
President Ben-Zvi. 

Mr. President, 


Thereby have the honour to 
inform you that I am resigning from 


My membership in the Government. 


I do so with profound regret. It 
may be that many citizens, not only 
members of my party, who have 
entrusted me .with their confidence. 
will regard this step with concern. 
Nor is it easy for me to abandon 
endeavours which | consider impor- 
tant. and in which I have been 
engaged for many years, and plans 
which I have yet to implement. My 
understanding of my — obligation 
towards the State forbids me to bear 
the responsibility for the decision 
adopted by the Government on 
December 25, 1960, as this decision 
is incompatible with the fundamental 
principles of justice and the basic laws 
of the State, although I have no doubt 
that my colleagues adopted it in good 
faith and-in what they believed was 


‘solely the interests’ of justice. 


Rulings accepted 


The law of collective responsibility 
obligates. every member of the 
Government to bear the responsi- 
bility for its decisions and acts, even 
if he himself is opposed to them. It 
is true that on several occasions the 
members of the Government adopted 
decisions with which | did not agree, 
and I accepted the ruling of the 


majority and bore the responsibility. - 


At this session, the Government 


adopted a decision which. cannot’ 


reconcile with my conscience, and | 


have no alternative but to resign, 
informed colleagues at this.

guestion known as. “the Affair” 
(which has been disturbing the public 
for several months for reasons which 
I will not discuss here), it should be 
investigated by legal procedure before: 
a court or a judicial inquiry whether 
the Minister of Defence in 1954 (Mr. 
Pinhas Lavon) gave a certain order 
to a senior officer to carry out a 
certain operation ‘which. led. to. the 
loss of human life, or whether the 
senior Officer. exceeded ‘his authority 
and acted on his own responsibility: 
In such a judicial investigation both 
parties should be given an equal 
opportunity to summon. witnesses or 
submit documents, if they find it 
necessary, each party cross-examining 
the other, and the duly constituted 
court should issue its verdict. 


Cruel dilemma 
Such an investigation involved a 
difficult and cruel dilemma :. either 


the statements of the then Minister 
of Defence were correct and — the 


senior officer was guilty, or the state-- 


ments of. the senior officer were 


correct, and the Minister of Defence 
_ acted as he did and bears the respon- 


sibility for ‘the operation. | 
It is an accepted principle that it 


is better to acquit ten guilty persons 


than to condemn a single innocent 


man. To acquit.a suspected person 


it iS not necessary to prove by con- 
vincing evidence beyond a reasonable 
doubt ‘that the suspected person is 
innocent, but in order to condemn a 
suspected. person it 1s essential to 
prove by convincing evidence beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that the. sus- 
pected person is. guilty. 


Everyone has a natural. sympathy.

Name, but in the present instance 


many people forgot (or did not know

I opposed the establishment of the

authorised: judicial instance, -accord- 


ing to due process of law, and not 


by a political body, contrary to the 
laws of the State... 

When. the “Seven”. submitted 
their conclusions to the Government 
on December 25, 1960, and. the 


esicem. 


Government approved them by a 
majority—without my taking part in 
the discussion-—I told the Govern- 
ment after the decision that | was, 
indeed, confident that the meinbers 
had acted as they did jn good faith, 
in the intereSts of truth, but that the 
conclusions were wrong because they 
acguitied one of the two and con- 
victed the other without a judicial 
investigation and without hearing the 
parties. In every State built on law, 


not. on tyranny and arbitrary power, 


every citizen: has the right not to be 
convicted without a duly constituted 


court, without the-sides being heard 


and. without cross-examination. 

The conviction of a citizen with- 
out due process of law is a grave 
violation of the basic laws of a demo- 
cratic State and the basic rights of 
the citizens. It is also a dangerous 
prccedent for the future.

HE time is 4.30 in the after- 

noon. The crowd which 

filled the square opposite the 
Habimah Theatre in Tel Aviv has 
dispersed. The strong police force 
which a few hours earlier clashed 
with a group of demonstrating 
students stand idle. The man, who 
during the last. four months has 
been at the céntre of Israel's 


biggest-ever political scandal, grey- 


haired, 57-year-old Pinhas Lavon, 


Secretary-General of the Hista- 


drut, has just been dismissed from 
his post—-not because everybody 
was convinced he was in the 
wrong, but because it was thought 
that the way in which he con- 
ducted his fight . damaged the 
party's prestige. 

This. was the-dramatic end of 


the “ Affair,” but it certainly is not 


the end of the political career of 
this “ Galitzianer,” who may have 
“Jost the. battle,” but who may claim 
to have won a moral victory. Born 
to.a Chassidic. family in a smal! 


“Polish. village near Tarnopol. 


Pinhas. Lubianker was soon dis- 
covered to-be a brilliant student. 
From his early days he engaged 
in politics and was among the 


founders of “ Gordonia youth 
movement belonging to, Hapoel 
Hatzair. .When he went to Pales- 


tine in 1929 he immediately joined 
Kibbutz Hulda, of which he is still 
a. member. |

Lavon always excelled .in logic 
-—-an attribute inherited from his 


mother, who died when he was five 


years old.. From his father, a rabbi, 
who died in Tel Aviv 20 years ago, 
he. inherited. his fanaticism and 
love for Chassidism and tradition. 


Even. today, although he is- not. 


religious,: the Shulchan Aruch 


occupies -pride of place his~ 


bookshelves, which contain hun- 
dreds of books of all sorts in 


Hebrew, English, and German. 


In his political career there has 


been a sort of contradiction. As. 


a follower of Weizmann, Sharett, 
and Kaplan he was an anti-activist. 
He always excelled in long debates 


with Ben-Gurion over the’ policy 


to adopt vis-d-vis the British Man- 
datory Power. 3 | 

Like Weizmann he opposed the 
anti-British. struggle and always 


used to say: “ This struggle is like - 


a poker game and .we can't afford 
it. We should. regard our. rela- 


tions with Britain:as being. similar 
to those between a couple who- 


have quarrelled, cannot get a 
divorce. because of the. children. 
but seek a compromise solution. 


To that compromise we should 


devote ourselves.” | 

But unlike others, when Ben- 
Gurion: decided to create a State 
despite the fierce fighting on the 
battlefields, Lavon backed — him. 


At that time Lavon was already. 


secretary-General of. the . Hista- 
drut and he had -already proved 
his ability and talents.. Therefore, 


Ben-Gurion ‘did not hesitate to: 
appoint him his Minister of 


Agriculture.

A Modern Maimunist 
By D. D. RAPHAEL 


The dry bones of the past are 


infused with a living spirit. The 
historical treatment is

In the first 
place, obviously, the Bible, and 
hardly less the Oral Law. In deal- 
ing with these, however, Professor 
Roth refuses to pretend, as people 
so often do, that the Oral Law is 
simply exegesis of the Written. On 
the contrary, he argues that the 
rabbis who “interpreted” the 
Scriptures often knew — perfectly 
well that they were making radical 


changes. The form of exegesis was 


retained in order to preserve the 


sense of historical continuity ; it is 


a sign that we are dealing with 
religious rather than philosophical 
thought. 

Apart from this refreshingly 
frank. attitude to rabbinical exege- 
sis, there is of course nothing par- 
ticularly distinctive, among Jewish 


exponents of Judaism, in stressing

“If God does not exist,” asks the 
author of this book at one point, 
“then where does all the suffering 
o”?” And he answers on a most 
ferrible cry: “It gets lost, oh my 
God, it gets lost!” 

The “Just” are the legendary 
descendants of that twelfth-century 
Rabbi Levi who as York. slew his 
besieged people himself rather than 
see them massacred. From _ this 
“minor episode in a history. over- 
stocked with martyrs” the legend 
has sprung that from this family shall 
emerge, in each generation, the holy 
Lamed-waw. They will not always 
recognise themselves nor be recog- 
nised by others. But it is necessary 
that they exist if suffering is not. to 
get lost. They are “the hearts of 
the world into which ail our griefs 
are poured,” 


‘Integrity 


Mr, Schwarz-Bart handles _ this 
intrinsically dangerous theme (dan- 
gerous because so easy to falsify) with 
marvellous integrity, avoiding abso- 
lutely the pitfalls of easy heroics.

Dr. Joseph’s story of the siege of 
Jerusalem is painstaking and highly 
readable. From April 10, 1948, 
through the period of the War of 
Independence and the subsequent 
confused status of the city until, on 
February 2, 1949, 
incorporated it within its territory, 
Dov Joseph served as Governor. of 
New Jerusalem. His. knowledge of 
the ups and downs of that critical and 
at times heroic period is therefore 
unrivalled. Luckily, he knows how 
to convey such knowledge fersely and 
often movingly. 

The account of. the siege is extra- 
ordinarily revealing, especially to 
someone who, like this — reviewer, 
participated in the siege as little more 
than a patient onlooker. One knew 
that Dr. Joseph and his advisers had 
been set a hazardous and complex 
task. One knew that food and water 
enough to keep everyone alive some-

Ralph Brown, a 33-year-old from 
the Leeds College, which has already 
produced Moore, Hepworth, and 
Armitage, has an exhibition at the 
Leicester Galleries which reinforces 
one’s view of him as a highly profes- 


sional. and promising sculptor. Just 


present the influence of Marini seems 
to sit rather heavily on him on top 
of the more fundamental ones of 
Rodin and Meunier. | 

His greatest maturity is shown per- 
haps in his drawings and reliefs, 
where there is a fundamental sym- 
pathy with and understanding of the 
human figure. He seems more sub- 
ject to influence and fashion when 
working in the round, His. central 
themes are physical movement and 


tension. The former- is usually 
expressed in groups of swimming 
figures, of which the Tate has 


acquired one. These are particularly 
attractive in their use of negative 
forms, the spaces enclosed by the 
whole group of positive shapes, 
The tension which exists. in much 
of his standing sculpture, such as his 
men carrying carcasses, is real, if a 
shade obvious. There are two 
maquettes and the final version of a
